"INTERNATIONAL PARK" 


Approaching the campus of Troy 
State University at Dothan, one can’t 
help but notice a very colorful display 
of flags waving in the spring breeze. 
The flags, nine total, represent the 
nine foreign countries in which the 
Troy State University System ad- 
ministers off-campus programs 
through the University College. 
These countries include Great 


Britain, Germany, Italy, Japan, 
Netherlands, Portugal, South Korea, 
Spain, and Turkey. 

A flag dedication ceremony was 
held recently to officially dedicate 
the area surrounding the flag display 
at the front entrance to the University 
and to officially name the site "Inter- 
national Park." 

Participating in the ceremony 
were Mr. Chuck Bull, Chairman of 
the Military Affairs Committee for 
the Dothan Area Chamber of Com- 
merce; Dr. Jim Young, Associate 
Vice President, for University Col- 
lege, TSU; and Dr. Jack Hawkins, Jr., 
Chancellor of the TSU System. 

Mr. Bull delivered a presentation 
on "Respect for the American Flag." 
Dr. Young offered remarks from the 
University College, the administra- 
tive body of off-campus instruction 
for the TSU System. Dr. Young offi- 
cially dedicated the site surrounding 
the display of flags as "International 
Park." Dr. Hawkins closed the 
ceremony with remarks from the 
Chancellor’s office. Hawkins said, 
"Years from now, people will stand 
on this plot of ground and view much 
more than what we see today. I com- 
mend the students, faculty, staff, and 
administration of this institution for 
their efforts in establishing tradition 
for this campus."
